 COUNTY EXECUTIVE 

 WHEREAS, the NYS Department of Homeland Security and Emergency Services has agreed to 

provide funding in the amount of $830,405 in federal assistance to continue the implementation of a 

program to enhance the ability of Erie County to manage emergency and disaster situations; and 

 

 WHEREAS, authorization is required from the Erie County Legislature for the County Executive 

to enter into contact and accept $830,405 in state resources to provide funding to purchase the necessary 

equipment to enhance the ability of Erie County to manage emergency and disaster situations; 

 

 NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 

 

 RESOLVED, that the Erie County Legislature does hereby authorize the County Executive to 

enter into contract with the NYS Department of Homeland Security to receive $830,405 in grant funding 

for the Department of Emergency Services; and be it further 

 

 RESOLVED, that this grant, under the Department of Emergency Services, will meet the goals 

and objectives; and be it further 

 

 RESOLVED, these funds will be utilized to enhance the ability of Erie County to manage 

emergency and disaster situations; and be it further 

 

 RESOLVED, that the authorization is hereby provided to the Division of Budget and 

Management to establish funding in the Grant Fund 281, as follows:
